Random Notes 


If you are a lover of glads, and I suppose you are or you would not be reading 
this, you should have blooms over as long a period as possible every year. To do this 
plant early varieties early and late varieties late, as well as the midseason varieties. 


If you want certain varieties to bloom over a long period buy some small sizes 
as well as large ones. 


In comparing gladiolus do not compare the early varieties with the late ones. It 
doesn't matter whether they would compare favorably or not but they do not compete 
with each other. Early varieties would naturally be gone by before the late ones would 
be in bloom. There is a place for both. 


I do not give blooming dates. Conditions under which glads are grown make 
so much difference in the blooming time of them that planting dates are unreliable. 
In some parts of the country a variety will be two weeks longer coming into bloom 
than it is in others. Then a variety may come into bloom on a certain date and out 
of one hundred bulbs they might continue to bloom for a month or more from bulbs 
that look just alike and the same size. I list them as early, midseason and late. 


Don't buy small bulbs and judge the variety by them. To know just what a 
variety will do you have to have a large bulb. 


Also don't judge a variety by only one year’s trial. Often the bulbs have to become 
acclimated in your locality to really do their best. 


Every variety has peculiarities of its own as to conditions in which it will do its 
best. Some varieties will not stand any strong feeding at all. Some varieties will not 
stand cold or rain or sun while others will stand most anything. The bulblets of some 
varieties will germinate very easily while others need soaking a long time and need 
the soil to be very moist after they are planted. Minuet is like this. 


If you want the best bloom to be had usually a No. | bulb will produce it. But 
a No. 2 will not be far behind. And a No. 3 will give a very creditable bloom that will 
stand not far behind the No. 1, at about half the price. Unless you are very particular 
to have the very best, largest bloom possible I strongly recommend No 2, and No. 3. 
A young No. 2 or No. 3 bulb is usually much better than an old over grown No. | 
and will produce more bulblets. 


If you want increase instead of exhibition flowers buy the smaller sizes, No. 4, 
No. 5 or No. 6. No. 4 will usually give very good bloom and No. 5 and No. 6 will often 
bloom, but the flowers will not be so large. They will produce many more bulblets 
than the large sizes and will give you a first class bulb for next year. 


There is no one best variety of any color for all purposes. A variety might be a 
wonderful exhibition variety but no good as a commercial and vice versa. A variety 
that is nice for small baskets or bowls for the table might not be any good for exhibition. 
A variety that someone else might think was a world beater you might not like at all. 
The only way to find just what you like is to try out the various varieties and then 
when you want more buy those that you like. 


I don't think any variety, that is extremely hard to propagate, is worth bothering 
with. There are plenty of easier ones. 


Remember that bulbs, and bulblets especially. need moisture to start them to grow. 
Can't put them right out in dry soil and expect they are going to do their best. If 
very dry they will not even grow. 


I have noticed that beginners like odd colors. Streaked ones, dark colors and some- 
thing different from the ordinary. But after they have grown glads a few years their 
taste improves and they like the clear self colors better. 


Don’t buy glads or anything else on price alone. 
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We all make mistakes occasionally. I have never seen anyone who didn't. Be 
sure the man you buy your bulbs from will make things right if anything goes wrong. 


You would be surprised but there are growers who simply ignore complaints. 
Needless to say they will not be in the game long. 


The man who does not follow the Golden Rule in business is a very poor business 
man. 


No other flower can give you so much general all around satisfaction for the 
money as the gladiolus. There are varieties suited for every purpose for which a flower 
can be used. 


Watch the Palmer seedlings. In a very few years you will see seedlings from this 
Canadian grower occupying as high a place as those of any hybridizer in the world. 


In scoring glads on the show table why not have a certain number of points for 
“charm?” One variety may not score any higher than another and yet have that 
indescribable quality known as “charm” which sets the variety apart and makes it 
look more beautiful than the other. Picardy is a case in point. 


Betty Nuthall is headed for the very greatest popularity as a commercial. It is 
also a fine exhibition variety. 

As an all around large flowered commercial and exhibition white what can beat 
Mammoth White? 

For an early dark red I know of nothing finer than Mrs. Willard Richardson. This 
is an old variety that doesn’t seem to be well known but it is a fine one. 


If you like smokies try Bagdad. It will be one of the most popular as soon as the 
price comes down. 


Pride of Wanakah is cheap but I think one of the very best. Doesn't seem to be 
well known. Color is a little different from other deep rose varieties. 


Yvonne is another wonderfully fine variety that was started too cheap. A variety 
of this quality should be started at at least $10.00 per bulb. 


Aida is probably the nearest to a deep blue. It is also early and a fine grower. 
Berty Snow's only fault seems to be that it sometimes flakes. But is a fine thing 
just the same. One of the very best lavenders. Great commercial. 


Watch for Edith Robson. When it becomes more plentiful it will be one of the 
most popular varieties. An immense grower with a wonderfully fine big spike of always 
well placed blooms. 


Carolus Clusius should be better known. For an early light pink I know of nothing 
finer. One of the finest early commercials I know of. 


Maid of Orleans looks like a coming white. Flowers are not large as some of the 
others but has several open and they are pure white and always well placed. 


Have you tried Emma? Makes a wonderfully fine big spike. 


Golden Frills though a prim has a good size flower, beautiful color, well ruffled 
and certainly should be in every garden for early bloom. 


Laughing Waters is coming to the front as a commercial. Makea a fine spike. 
Don't forget Marmora. Its color is different and is one of the finest glads grown. 


Last year I planted Apricot Glow, Carolus Clusius, Mary Frey and Marie Kunderd 
in pots in the greenhouse and transplanted outdoors. They all gave very fine bloom 
which brought a good price in the market. Some of the earlies are much better early 
than cay are later. But that doesn't detract anything from their value. You want 
them early. 


Mrs. Anna Pfitzer is one of the best varieties Pfitzer ever put out. Opens up eight 
to ten or more, always well placed. A very beautiful variety. 


Mrs. T. E. Langford will make a great commercial variety when stock is available. 
Color is wonderful. 


Some people ask for a black glad. There is no such thing. But Persia comes very 
near it. If you want a very dark colored variety at a low price Persia is the one you 
want. 


Give Royal Lavender good culture and see what you can do with it. It is a won- 
derfully fine florist variety and will stand shipping any distance and will open up to 
the last bud and keep its color. 


Wurtembergia looks like the coming red. You can't go wrong in this variety. 


Picardy has made the greatest impression in the gladiolus world of any variety 
since W. H. Phipps, and as yet only a comparatively few people have seen it. Wait 
till it gets going. 


In some parts of the country, thrip, a very minute insect, has caused some trouble 
this past year. When glads are badly infested with thrip the buds dry up and do not 
produce good bloom. Nothing much is known about what to do for these at present 
but I would recommend peeling the bulbs, or at least loosening the outside skin and 
soaking them in some disinfectant for several hours just before planting. This will 
kill any insects or eggs that happen to be on the bulb at the time. I was not troubled 
with these this past season but to make sure that I do not send out any infested bulbs 
I intend to fumigate my bulb house with Cyanide several times during the winter. It 
is thought that over head irrigation during the growing season will help to keep them 
under control as much as anything. 


The depression is mostly mental. Plant flowers to cheer up not only yourself but 
all those who see them. 


Join the A. G. S. and also your local gladiolus society if you have one. The A. G. S. 
publishes a very fine monthly magazine devoted to gladiolus. Any one number of 
this magazine is worth more than the $2.00 annual dues. See the coupon in the back 
of this catalog. 


You should also join the N. E. G. S. They are publishing a Year Book of about 
175 pages which they are giving with the year’s membership and also a color chart 
which will be invaluable to anyone in describing colors of gladiolus. Dues to the N. E. 
G. S. are $1.00 a year. See coupon in back of the catalog. 


I do not usually recommend mixtures but I am putting out some mixtures that 
are real ones. Large number of varieties and all good. Plant 50 or 100 extra of these 
just for the surprise it will give you. If you can’t use all the flowers give some to your 
friends or the hospitals. 


The vegetable garden is a very good place to plant glads, then you can cut them 
if you want. A gladiolus patch on your lawn or in the front yard with some of the 
flowers cut off and others going by is not especially beautiful. Gladiolus is primarily 
a cut flower. 


Gladiolus do not like very rich soil. But do like cultivation and plenty of water 
when blooming, though they will not stand wet feet, that is soil from which the 
water does not drain off. 


Do not under any conditions use fresh stable manure when planting. If you use 
manure at all put on rotted manure the fall before. Personally I would not use manure 
at all unless the soil were lacking in humus. I have not tried it but understand that 
bone and tankage is good for glads. But don't let it touch the bulbs. 


Do not use nitrogeneous fertilizers when planting bulbs. Acid Phosphate is rec- 
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ommended. Put in the trench under them. After the plants are growing a complete 
fertilizer strong in potash is considered best. 


We growers do not usually recommend growing gladiolus in the same place twice 
on account of disease but of course many amateurs have to plant in the same place 
year after year and I know of people who have planted in the same place as long as 
nineteen years and still have good glads. If possible after digging your bulbs spade 
up the ground and sow rosen rye. Turn it under in the spring. One objection to plant- 
ing in the same place twice is that some bulblets will be left in the ground and will 
grow the next year and so cause a mixture. 


A good way to secure stock of new high price varieties is to buy bulblets. On 
varieties of this kind I will send selected bulblets which if cracked and a little care is 
taken with them will be very likely to grow and produce good bulbs and often will 
flower. A number of people bought Picardy bulblets last year at $3.00 each and pro- 
duced a bulb which this year is worth $8.00 or $10.00 and also produced from 25-100 
bulblets or even more which this year are worth $1.00 each. These people would have 
had to wait two years or more for the bulbs to get down to $3.00. By buying the bulb- 
lets they enjoyed the beautiful flowers and produced a lot of stock which they either 
grow for their own use or give away or sell. 


Remember we do not guarantee bulblets to grow. You have to take your chances 
with them the same as we all do. But by taking a little pains with them they should 
grow, tho occasionally a variety is hard to germinate even with the best of care. 


To germinate bulblets they need moisture and heat, especially sun heat. For 
the high priced bulblets I should crack the shells and plant them in peco pots sometime 
before time to plant outdoors. But if you do, be careful about not giving them a check 
at the time they are set out. Do not think you can change them from a warm house 
to cold weather outdoors without harming them. Harden them off gradually. 


In larger quantities I usually soak them over night in water in a cloth bag. Then 
put them in the sun, if possible in a cold-frame or something similar, put a blanket 
over them and keep them moist. Wet a couple of times a day and stir them up every 
day to keep them from molding. Let the moisture and the sun work on them for one 
to two or three weeks or even longer. In this way they will either germinate in the 
bags or get ready to germinate so that when they are planted outdoors they will start 
much quicker. But remember that the soil must be moist when they are planted out. 


Personally I think the solution to the disease problem is to breed disease-free 
varieties. Breed for more vigor. Every year people send me seedlings to try and a 
great many of them seem to lack vigor. 


Though there are many magnificent varieties on the market there is unlimited 
room for improvement. Anyone who wants to hybridize and will use the best varieties 
on the market and use some common sense in picking the parents to mate will stand 
just as good a chance as anyone of securing exceptional seedlings. 


We are very badly in need of new early commercial varieties. Something as early 
as Halley and as good in other respects but with different colors. A first class early 
pink that will take the place of Halley will be a money maker for someone. 


Though many hybridizers are working on blue varieties no one yet has secured 
the ideal blue. A first class real blue will be worth a fortune. 


There are fine yellows on the market but the ideal yellow is still to be produced 
and it is the same with all colors. We have fine ones now but as the better ones are 
being produced our ideals advance. There will always be plenty of room for good 
new varieties. 


We find that few people like the prims. I think the main reason is that the old 
type of prims were badly hooded and then of course they are not so large as the other 
grandiflorus varieties. But some of the hybridizers now are crossing the large flowered 
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ones with the prims and securing prim. grands. They are not hooded and have the 
large flowers of the grandiflorus varieties and much better color and form. 


In hybridizing glads, like anything else you must use good stock to breed from. 
You can’t just take ordinary varieties that have some good qualities and a lot of bad 
ones, mate them together and secure outstanding seedlings. You should use varieties 
that have unusual qualities or that have the power’of transmitting their good qualities. 
Occasionally, like in breeding cattle, you find a variety that has some good qualities 
but other bad ones that will transmit the good ones to a much larger degree than its 
poorones. Sucha variety is Apricot Glow. This variety has proven to be one of the very 
best varieties to cross with the large flowered varieties. Mr. Palmer has a large number 
of seedlings of outstanding quality in which he used Apricot Glow as a parent. Emile 
Aubrun is another one. Minuet, Pfitzer’s Triumph have also proven good parents. 


Don't save the self-pollenated seed and expect you are going to get anything very 
good as the good ones don’t come that way. You have got to hand-pollenate. 

Do not plant bulbs in the shade. They like full sun all day long. I know there 
are times when you have to plant where there is a little shade but give them all the 
sun you possible can. If they get shade even three hours a day they will not do nearly 
so well as they would where they have full sun. 

Also do not plant near bushes or where the roots of bushes or trees sap the ground 
of moisture. Glads need a lot of moisture while growing and bushes always send out 
roots quite a little distance, especially in a dry place. The drier it is the farther the 
roots will go looking for moisture and of course if glads are planted near the bushes 
they will not get the moisture that they should and will not do their best. 

The better you prepare your soil the better your flowers will be. Spade deep so 
that the soil will be mellow for several inches below the bulb. 

If you are looking for increase, that is a large number of bulblets, plant rather 
shallow, two or three inches. But if you want your plants to stand up straight and not 
lop over as they do sometimes, plant them about six inches deep. Some varieties natur- 
ally are inclined to fall over but by fairly deep planting you can correct this. 

There is a difference in varieties as to when they should be picked. Some kinds 
fade out after being picked and so should be left to open up several blooms outdoors 
before being cut. Others fade somewhat in the sun and should be cut when the first 
bud is opening up. Some varieties will hold their color till the last bud, even when cut 
in tight bud. You have to try the various kinds for yourself to see just how each one 
acts. 

There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a hobby, then a craze. 
There are five stages of interest in growing ‘‘glads.”’ First you just grow them as an 
amateur, same as you would any other flower. Then as your interest in them increases 
you become a “‘fan’’, then a ‘bug,’ then a nut,” then finally a “fiend.” When you 
reach this final stage you are hopeless. You think of “‘glads” all day, dream of them at 
night, spend every available minute of your time in the garden, talk of them, visit the 
shows, read all the catalogs and spend all your money on them. You will look lovingly 
at the last flower in the fall, will handle over your bulbs in the winter time and will 
hardly be able to wait till you can lovingly plant the bulbs in the spring. From then till 
the first bloom appears is a period of happy anticipation. When finally the spikes of 
bloom begin to appear you are in heaven. 

Everyone needs a hobby and I know of no more interesting one or one in which 
you can get more pleasure than in growing glads and I do not except even the golf 
enthusiast. 

If you have never grown glads you should surely make a start this year even if 
only with a “‘collection”’ of unlabeled varieties. I don’t think the same amount of money 
invested in any other garden flower will give you nearly as much garden pleasure. 

I have had the above note in my catalog the past two years and it has caused so 
much comment by people who have been infected by the glad bug that I am including 
it again. 
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GUARANTEE. Every bulb is guaranteed to be true to name and healthy. We 
are all human and so subject to mistakes and occasionally a bulb gets by that is not 
right. But in that case don't tell your neighbors but tell me and | will adjust the matter 
to your entire satisfaction. In fact, I guarantee satisfaction. 

I am not only trying to sell bulbs but also make steady customers. My enemies 
(and I probably have some) won't buy of me anyway. The only people to whom I can 
sell the second order are my friends, so | am going to try to make you a friend if you 
will give me a chance. 

ORDER EARLY. There is everything to gain and nothing to lose by ordering 
early. If you wait till spring the chances are that some of the varieties you want are 
already sold out and can't be found anywhere in the country. Certain varieties always 
are sold out early and no one can tell in advance which varieties they are going to be. 
Sometimes a variety that sells rather slowly one year the next year when it becomes 
known, is a big seller. 

The main reasons for not ordering early are usually procrastination which is a 
habit of most people, or shortage of money, or the hopes that certain varieties will 
drop in price. For procrastination there is no excuse. If you are short of money you 
can make a deposit of 25% or if necessary even less and | will hold the bulbs for you. 


MIXTURES. I do not advise an advanced amateur ever to buy a mixture of 
glads. And they usually will not. It is so much more fun to keep the kinds separate 
and learn to know them all by name, learn the different characteristics of the various 
varieties. Then if there is one you especially like and you want to get more you know 
what it is you want. 

But there are thousands of people who have gardens, who want a few glads and 
have not yet got the “bug” and so do not want to bother with keeping the kinds sep- 
arate. For these people I have a mixture that is especially good. It contains at least 
forty varieties, good ones in many different shades. These are mixed as the orders come 
in, so if you prefer more of one shade and less of others | can mix them that way. If 
you do not like reds I can leave them out and the same with other colors. If you leave 
it to me I will give you a fine assortment of at least forty kinds in the collections of 
50 or more bulbs. Bulbs are at least 1 inch to 2 inches in diameter and not the little 
V4 inch bulbs put out by some growers. 

THIS IS MY NO. 1 COLLECTION. They are priced at $3.00 for 100 bulbs, 
(at least 40 varieties) prepaid. $1.75 for 50 or $1.00 for 25, all prepaid. Next fall if 
you want your money back just say so. I don’t believe there is as good a mixture 
offered by any other grower in the country at anywhere near the price. [here 
is not much money in this collection. | sell it more for advertising purposes to create 
more glad fans. I often sell a collection to one person in a neighborhood one year and 
the next year | sell several of his friends and neighbors.

If you want to grow flowers for a flower show you should have the varieties lab- 
eled as in most flower shows everything exhibited has to be labeled with the proper 
name and of course if the collections are not labeled you could not exhibit the flowers 
at a show unless you happen to know the names or could learn them from someone else.

GENE STRATTON PORTER. (K) (Dec) Delicate soft pink. Quite late. 

GERALDINE FARRAR. (D) (Com) (Dec) Lavender blue. A distinct color 
and if it’s stems were only a little longer it would be as good as any blue on the market.

(Errey) (Ex) (Com) Pale pink, nearly white, streaked darker 
shades of pink. Cream band on lower petals. Crimson blotch in throat. Large spike 
of bloom.. This is a very beautiful variety, liked by everyone and has a future. 

LA PALOMA. (DuSINBERRE) (Com) (Dec) Early bright vivid orange. Back 
of petals even brighter than the face. A new shade different from any other. Large 
flowers (4-5 inches across) 4-6 open. Heavy texture. Tall, strong, healthy grower. 
Think you will like it. 

LAUGHING WATERS. (STEPHEN) (Com) Pretty pink. Many open. Very 
well liked by florists and by garden visitors.

A shade lighter 
than Golden Dream but larger. Several open. Very tall, strong grower. One of the 
best yellows. 

MAGNA BLANCA. (SAL) (Dec) Large ivory white with creamy yellow throat. 
Very tall and strong grower. Nice for large baskets and big decorations. 

MAGNIFICENT. (K) (Dec) Tall, strong growing plant. Soft purple flaked 
deeper reddish purple. 

MAID OF ORLEANS. (Pr) (Ex) (Com) Beautiful milky white with light 
cream throat. Very tall grower with eight or more perfectly placed flowers. One of 
the very best whites on the market. 

MAMMOTH WHITE. (Pr) (Ex) (Dec) (Com) Immense pure white, six 
inches or more across, 5-6 open. Wonderful exhibition variety when well grown. Per- 
sonally I like it better than any of the other very large flowered new whites.

MARION KOCH. (Austin) (Dec) Pink on tips of the needlepoint type petals 
shading some lighter toward the center with a creamy blotch. Several open. A long 
spike of bloom but rather short plant. 


MARMORA. (Errey) (Ex) (Com) (Dec) Sport of Emile Aubrun. Practically 
the same in habit and growth and in every way except in color which is a wonderful 
gray with pale purplish blotch. This is sometimes called a smoky but is more of a gray. 
8-10 perfectly placed blooms open. This is one of the finest varieties on the market. 
Will be in immense demand when stock is available. 

MARNIA. (Kemp) (Com) (Dec) Beautiful live orange tinged with pink, 
practically an orange self. 4-6 large blooms open. Tall, strong grower and good prop- 
agator. Sometimes the stems kink but usually come good for me. Have shipped a great 
many to market where they brought the best price. A very nice variety. 


MARY ELIZABETH. (Dr. STEVENS) (Com) Medium size ruffled white with 
yellow throat. Very tall, strong grower with long spike of beautiful blooms. Should 
become very popular commercial. 

MARY FREY. (GELSER) (Com) (Dec) Lavender pink somewhat similar in 
color to Mrs. Peters but a softer shade and five or six weeks earlier. Long spike of 
bloom. Some say this variety has not done well with them but it has been very fine 
with me, especially early in the season. 

Seems to be 
popular. 

MAURICE FULD. (GacE) (Dec) Distinctive shade of bright salmon. 

MELISSA. (Errey) (Dec) Buff yellow tinted pink. Long spike with many 
blooms open. 

MIBLOOM (Stevens) (Com) Large white with scarlet blotch. Upper petals 
slightly tinted red like a reflection from the blotch. Several open. This is the earliest 
variety in my garden. Some say that it has a decided odor but I haven't been able 
to get it myself. 

MILADY IMOGENE. (AustTIN) (Com) Medium sized pure ruffled white on a 
tall willowy spike. Several blooms open. A fine commercial white. 


MILLIONAIRE. (K) (Dec) Nice velvety red, creamy blotches in throat. 


MINUET. (CoLteMAN) (Ex) (Com) (Dec) Wonderfully beautiful clear light 
pinkish lavender. 4-6 and sometimes more heavily textured blooms open at once. 
Heavy foliage and fine grower though the bulblets need plenty of moisture to germ- 
inate them. This is the lavender by which all other lavenders are judged. Personally 
I consider this the finest light lavender in existence and probably as good an all 
round variety as there is of any color. 

MISS BLOOMINGTON. (K) (Dec) Very early light yellow. Several open. 
Looks very good. 


MISS DES MOINES. (DeEcorAH) (Ex) (Dec) Beautiful clear lavender shading 
to creamy white throat. Several open at a time. Tall, strong grower but only fair as 
a propagator. 

MISS JOY. (BLAKE) (Com) (Prim. Grand.) Very pretty light pink that should 
make a good commercial.

ME. M. SULLY. (Lemoine) (Dec) Cream white with bright red blotch 
bordered pale vellow. Several open. Very striking. 

MONGOLIA. (K) (Prim. Grand.) (Dec) Very deep yellow probably the deepest 
clear yellow variety. Tall plants. Good. 

MOONDARA. (Errey) (Ex) Deep salmon with orange crimson blotch bordered 
with yellow. Long spike with eight or more blooms open. 

MOORISH KING. (Pr) (Ex) (Dec) Extremely large, very beautiful glistening 
deep red. About the color of Morocco and Persia but very much larger. The best in 
this color. Fair propagator. 

MOROCCO. (PF) (Ex) (Com) Very dark red. About the color of Persia but 
much larger and better in every way. 

MOTHER MACHREE. (STEvENS) (Ex) (Com) (Dec) Vinaceous lavender 
overlaid toward the edges of the petals with a sort of salmon pink. Color is difficult to 
describe but it is very beautiful. When opened in the house the color is much better, 
having a sort of translucent appearance. This is called a smoky but is really much 
different from the ordinary smokies. Tall plant with 6-10 large well placed blooms open 
at a time. Have seen them on the exhibition table with 12 open. Good grower, good 
propagator and big seller. This is a variety that you either don't like at all or else 
like very much. Some people who don’t like smokies or anything on that order don't 
like Mother Machree but many others simply go wild over it. 

MRS. ANNA PFITZER. (Pr) (Ex) (Com) Tall creamy white with long 
spike of well placed flowers. Buds are greenish. 8-10 or even 12 blooms open at a 
time. One of the finest varieties Pfitzer ever introduced. At the Atlantic City Show 
this was one of the three or four most popular varieties. 

MRS. CALVIN COOLIDGE. (K) (Prim. Grand.) Large soft ruffled salmon 
rose. Creamy toward the center. One of the most beautiful prim. grands. 

MRS. CHAS. A. STEVENS. (K) (Dec) Mallow purple, flaked darker. Sev- 
eral open. Color somewhat similar to Anna Eberius but larger spikes of bloom. 

MRS. ELLA MORRISON. (KircH) (Dec) Very tall growing light pink 
sometimes flaked deeper. Immense flowers. 3-4 open.

(K) (Dec) Deep peach blossom with velvety red 
blotches. Not large but beautiful and distinct. Several open.

The variety possesses unusual 
lasting quality as a cut flower, individual blooms remaining in perfect condition for 
four and even five days until as many as ten are out at once. Blooms are large and well 
placed on a tall strong spike, maintaining size and opening well to the last bloom.

I do not grow many dahlias myself as I have a big investment in my gladiolus 
business and do not have the proper equipment for carrying on a dahlia business too. 
But I am selling this year for a man who probably has the finest layout and equipment 
for growing dahlias of anyone in the country. His blooms are always right up in the 
front in winning at the dahlia shows. 


He has picked out for me the best of the newer varieties that have been proven 
to be good doers practically everywhere. There are many varieties of dahlias that 
will do well under certain conditions but do not generally grow well with the average 
amateur who can't give them special care.
